The  one  hundred  and  tenth  General  Court  of  the  Com-  Preliminary 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  House  0^s■D,latl0,,• 
in  Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  being  the 
second  day  thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the 
United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  thirteenth. 
And  the  members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
having  assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  were 
called  to  order  at  half-past  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  by  Mr. 
Kimball  of  Fitchburg,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer,  prayer  was  offered 
by  the  Rev.  Samuel  L.  Gracey  of  Salem,  a  member-elect. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sohier  of  Beverly,  — 

Ordered,   That  a  committee  of  eight  be  appointed  to  secretary  in. 
inform    the   Secretary  of  the    Commonwealth   that    the  ho^iL^S 
House  has  been  called  to  order.  -""  to  order- 

Messrs.  Sohier  of  Beverly,  McDonough  of  Boston, 
Cook  of  Weymouth,  Henry  of  Fall  River,  Brooks  of 
Springfield,  Giddings  of  Great  Barrington,  Pierce  of 
Watertown  and  Cronin  of  Worcester  were  appointed  the 
committee.

Gentlemen : 

For  any  man  to  be  chosen  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  Massachusetts  is  a  great  honor.  To  be 
chosen  by  so  hearty  and  pleasant  a  vote  as  has  been  given 
me  this  morning,  after  a  canvass  which  has  been  in  every 
respect  so  pleasant  and  dignified,  is  an  honor  of  which  any 
man  might  be  justly  proud.     I  thank  the  members  of  the 
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House  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  for  the  compliment 
they  have  given  me,  and  I  promise  them  that,  so  far  as  in 
me  lies,  I  will  endeavor  to  so  conduct  the  duties  of  the 
Chair  that  they  shall  be  satisfactory  to  members  of  the 
House.  The  Chair,  after  all,  can  do  but  little  without 
the  action,  aid  and  sympathy  of  the  members  on  the  floor. 
From  each  one  of  you,  of  whatever  party,  I  ask  that  aid 
and  that  sympathy,  and  I  know  in  advance  that  it  will  be 
tendered,  and  that  with  it  we  shall  have  a  pleasant  and 
successful,  and,  I  hope,  as  expeditious  a  session  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  proper  discharge  of  public  business.

Mr.  Kings  ley,  from  the  committee,  afterwards  reported 
that  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  elect  would 
immediately  attend  upon  the  convention. 

The  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  then  came  in, 
accompanied  by  various  civil  and  military  officers  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  oaths  and  affirmations  of  office  were  then,  in  the 
presence  of  the  two  Houses,  and  before  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  administered  to  and  subscribed  by  the  Hon.  Oliver 
Ames  as  Governor,  and  the  Hon.  John  Q.  A.  Brackett  as 
Lieutenant-Governor,  and  proclamation  thereof  was  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

His  Excellency  then  delivered  an  address  to  the  Senators 
and  Representatives. 

After  which  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
withdrew,  the  convention  was  dissolved,  and  the  Senate 
returned  to  the  Senate  chamber.

Mr.  Holman  of  Clinton  moved  to  amend 
by  inserting  in  the  sixteenth  line,  after  the  word  "  coun- 
cil," the  words  "  unless  it  should  appear  to  be  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth."  Pending  these 
amendments,  and  pending  the  question  on  ordering  the 
resolve  to  a  third  reading,  it  was,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Sanger  of  Cambridge,  recommitted  to  the  committee  on 
State  House. 

The  Bill  making  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  government  for  the  present  year  was  read  a  third 
time,  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

The  Bill  making  appropriations  for  the  compensation 
and  mileage  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  for  the 
compensation  of  officers  thereof,  and  for  expenses  in  con- 
nection therewith,  was  read  a  third  time  and  considered. 
Mr.  Perkins  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out,  in  the  clause  relating  to  the  compensation  of  Senators, 
the  words  "  thirty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "forty-one 
thousand."  Mr.  McCall  of  Winchester  raised  the  point 
of  order  that  the  amendment  was  not  in  order,  for  the 
reason  that  it  was  beyond  the  scope  of  the  order  on 
which  the  bill  was  reported.     The  Speaker  declared  the 
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point  not  well  taken.  The  amendment  was  rejected,  and 
the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence.

steam  power,  to  one  cent  per  mile  upon  all  distances 
not  exceeding  15  miles  from  the  State  House  in  Boston; 
one  and  one-half  of  a  cent  per  mile  for  all  distances  over 
15  and  not  exceeding  25  miles  from  said  State  House,  and 
two  cents  per  mile  on  all  other  distances.  And,  further, 
to  prevent  discrimination  or  difference  in  price  of  tickets 
or  fares  covering  the  same  distances  on  any  such  railroad. 

Mr.  McDonough  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  order  was  in  violation  of  House  Rule  47,  inasmuch 
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as  it  contemplated  legislation  affecting  directly  the  legal  PoUltofordcr- 
rights  of  corporations  otherwise  than  as  it  affected  gener- 
ally the  interests  of  the  whole  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  that  the  legislation  contemplated  should  be 
based  upon  a  petition. 

The  Speaker  stated  that  there  is  no  inherent  right  in  a 
railroad  corporation  with  regard  to  the  rate  of  fares  to  be 
charged  ;  that  said  rates  may  depend  upon  the  Legislature 
of  the  State;  that  the  order  before  the  House,  and  any 
legislation  based  upon  it,  would  not  be  in  conflict  with 
the  legal  rights  of  railroad  corporations,  and  therefore 
overruled  the  point  of  order  as  not  well  taken.  ,

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Labor,  leave  to  with- 
draw, on  the  petition  of  John  M.  Berry  for  a  State  loan  to 
enable  laborers  to  build  homesteads,  was  considered.

2  of  section  1,  by  striking  out  the  words  "under  the 
direction  of  the  selectmen ; "  also  in  section  4  by  striking 
out  in  lines  1,  2,  3  and  4  the  words  '•  When  in  the 
judgment  of  the  selectmen  the  best  interests  of  the 
town  so  require,  said  superintendent  may  be  removed 
from  his  office  by  said  board ;  and ; "  also  in  line  6  of 
section  4  by  striking  out  the  word  "  removal;"  also  in 
line  9  of  section  4  by  striking  out  the  word  "appointed," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "elected;"  also 
by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a 
new  section,  as  follows:  "Sect.  5.  Said  superintend- 
ent shall  be  placed  under  such  bonds  as  the  selectmen 
may  require  for  a  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  and 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the 
town  may  by  vote  determine."  Pending  these  amend- 
ments, and  pending  the  main  question  on  the  engrossment 
of  the  bill,  it  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Farren  of  Boston, 
postponed  for  farther  consideration  until  to-morrow ;  and, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Stover  of  Haverhill,  it  was  placed  third 
in  the  orders  of  the  day.

The  Resolve  and  article  of  amendment  are  as  follows  :  — 
Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  alter  the  Constitution 
of  this  Commonwealth  by  the  adoption  of  the  subjoined 
article  of  amendment ;  and  that  the  said  article,  being 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Senators  and  two-thirds  of 
the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  present  and 
voting  thereon,  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  both  Houses, 
with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the 
General  Court  next  to  be  chosen  ;  and  that  the  said  article 
be  published,  to  the  end,  that,  if  agreed  to  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  Constitution,  by  the  General  Court  next 
to  be  chosen,  it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their 
approval  and  ratification,  in  order  that  it  may  become  a 
part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  twenty-eight  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Consti- 
tution is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth 
line  thereof  the  words,  "  being  a  pauper,"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words,  "  receiving  or  having  received 
aid  from  any  city  or  town ; "  and  also  by  striking  out  in 
said  fourth  line  the  words,  "  if  a  pauper,"  so  that  the  arti- 
cle, as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :  — 
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Art.  XXVIII.  No  person  having  served  in  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  having 
been  honorably  discharged  from  such  service,  if  otherwise 
qualified  to  vote,  shall  be  disqualified  therefor  on  account 
of  receiving  or  having  received  aid  from  any  city  or  town, 
or  because  of  the  non-payment  of  a  poll  tax. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Labor,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  on  an  order  relative  to  amending  section  4  of 
chapter  348  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1888,  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "read"  the  word  "intelligently/' by  in- 
serting after  the  words  "at  sight"  the  words,  "  in  a 
grammar  school  reader,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
«*  simple"  and  inserting  the  word  "  ordinary,"  was  con- 
sidered. Mr.  McEttrick  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  by 
the  substitution  of  a  "  Bill  to  amend  section  four  of  chap- 
ter three  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  Acts  of  the  year- 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  relating  to  the  em- 
ployment of  children." 

After  debate,  amendments  moved  by  Messrs.  Dealing 
of  Braintree  and  Cook  of  Weymouth  were  rejected.  On 
the  question  of  substituting  the  bill,  the  yeas  and  nays 
were  ordered,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  McEttrick ;  and,  the 
roll  being  called,  the  substitute  bill  was  rejected,  by  a

Of  the  committee  on  Taxation,  inexpedient  to  legislate, 
on  an  order  relative  to  further  legislation  to  secure  the 
correct  and  complete  assessment  of  shares  of  stock  in 
foreign  corporations ;

The  Resolutions  relative  to  the  protection  of  Province- 
town  harbor  by  the  construction  of  a  permanent  dike 
across  the  western  portion  thereof  were  adopted,  and  sent 
up  for  concurrence,  as  follows :  — 

Whereas,  Provincetown  harbor  in  this  Commonwealth 
is  in  imminent  danger  of  serious  and  almost  irreparable 
injury  from  the  continued  inroads  of  drifting  sand  and 
from  the  threatened  breach  by  the  sea  of  Long  Point,  the 
narrow  sandy  barrier  forming  the  western  terminus  of 
the  harbor ;  and 

Whereas^  Provincetown  harbor  is  one  of  the  largest, 
safest,  and  most  commodious  harbors  on  the  Atlantic 
coast  of  the  United  States,  and  its  protection  and  preser- 
vation is  a  matter  of  national  importance,  and  properly 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  ; 

Resolved y  That  the  accompanying  memorial,  addressed 
to  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  Congress  assembled,  be  signed  by  the  president  of 
the  Senate  and  by  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, and  that  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  hereby  instructed  to  transmit  copies  of  the  accompany- 
ing memorial  to  the  presiding  officers  of  both  houses  of 
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Congress,  to  the  senators  and  members  of  Congress  from 
this  Commonwealth,  and  to  the  secretary  of  war  at 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Memorial. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  in  Congress  assembled. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  in  General  Court  assem- 
bled, present  this  Memorial:  — 

1.  Provincetown  harbor,  at  the  extremity  of  Cape 
Cod  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  is  the  only 
harbor  of  refuge  open  to  sea-going  vessels  between 
Vineyard  Sound  and  Boston  harbor.  The  harbor  is 
commodious  and  completely  land-locked,  affording  a  safe 
anchorage  for  thousands  of  vessels  at  one  time,  and  is 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  easily  accessible  harbors  on 
the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States.  The  harbor  is 
continually  used  by  sea-going  vessels.  A  careful  record, 
kept  by  the  keeper  of  Wood  End  Light-house,  near  the 
entrance  to  the  harbor,  shows  that,  during  the  years 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  and  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight, 
when  the  keeping  of  the  record  was  required  by  the 
officers  of  the  United  States,  twenty-three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixteen  sea-going  vessels  passed  in  and 
out  of  Provincetown  harbor,  of  which  number  eleven 
hundred  and  seventy-five  were  steamers.  The  number 
of  vessels  using  the  harbor  has  not  decreased  since 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight.  Apart  from  its 
importance  as  a  harbor  of  refuge,  Provincetown  is  the 
home  port  of  a  fleet  that  lands  at  Provincetown  a  fishery 
product  exceeding  in  value  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars annually. 

2.  Provincetown  harbor  is  semi-circular  in  form,  with 
sandy  shores,  the  western  half  of  which  is  formed  by 
Long  Point,  a  narrow  point  of  land,  less  than  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  width,  several  miles  in  length,  composed  of 
loose  beach  sand.  The  preservation  of  Long  Point  is 
essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  harbor.  The  action 
of  the  wind  and  waves  has  so  reduced  the  width  of  the 
44  Point"  that  some  effective  measures  for  its  protection 
are  absolutely  necessary.  At  a  point  a  little  north  of 
Wood  End  Light  the  "  Point "  has  been  reduced  in 
width  from  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  feet  in  eighteen 
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hundred  and  thirty-five  to  twenty-six  feet  in  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine.  The  breach  of  Long  Point  at 
that  place  is  the  question  of  but  a  few  years. 

3.  Into  the  western  portion  of  Provincetown  harbor, 
adjacent  to  Long  Point,  so  called,  flow  several  creeks, 
the  sources  of  which  are  among  the  loose  sand  hills  in 
the  rear  of  the  town.  The  loosely  held  sand  blown  from 
the  hills  into  the  creeks  is  continually  carried  into  the 
harbor,  in  quantities  so  great  that  the  anchorage  in  the 
harbor  has  been  perceptibly  lessened.  The  inroads  of 
drifting  sand  advanced  the  shoal  ground  of  the  western 
harbor,  in  the  period  from  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  to  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  at  least  two 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  into  the  former  deep  waters  of  the 
harbor.  Since  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  the 
advance  of  drifting  sand  into  the  harbor  has  been  even 
more  rapid.  Where,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  vessels  at  anchor  floated  at  low  water  in  six  to  ten 
fathoms  of  water,  sand  bars  now  exist  covered  only  by  six 
or  seven  feet  of  water  at  high  tide. 

4.  The  preservation  of  Provincetown  harbor  from 
the  existing  dangers  is  absolutely  necessary.  A  sub- 
stantial permanent  earth  dike,  of  some  five  thousand  feet 
in  length,  constructed  across  the  creeks  flowing  into  said 
harbor,  extending  from  Stevens  Point,  near  the  western 
part  of  the  settled  portion  of  Provincetown,  across 
House  Point  Island  to  some  point  southerly  from  Wood 
End  Light-house  on  Long  Point,  would  be  an  effective 
remedy  for  the  existing  defects,  —  a  safeguard  against 
the  breach  of  the  "  Point,"  and  a  barrier  to  the  further 
inroads  of  drifting  sand  through  the  creeks. 

5.  The  foregoing  facts  are  derived  from  oral  and 
written  evidence  submitted  at  Proviucetown  to  a  com- 
mittee of  this  Legislature,  which  visited  Provincetown 
harbor  and  viewed  the  premises,  and  heard  the  parties 
upon  whose  representations  of  danger  to  the  harbor  the 
committee  of  this  Legislature  acted. 

6.  To  the  end,  therefore,  that  Provincetown  harbor  may 
be  protected  from  injury,  and  that  appropriate  protective 
works  may  be  constructed  in  said  harbor,  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  with  this  memorial,  does  most 
respectfully  urge  upon  Congress  the  appropriation  of  a 
liberal  sum  of  money,  sufficient  to  construct  a  substantial 
permanent  dike  across  the  western  portion  of  Province- 
town  harbor,  as  bet  forth  in  this  memorial. 
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The  Bill  providing  that  certain  officers  of  savings  banks 
shall  not  be  cashiers  of  national  or  State  banks  or  trust 
companies  was  read  a  second  time,  and,  pending  the  ques- 
tion on  ordering  to  a  third  reading,  the  House,  —

Whereas,  Congress  is  fully  empowered  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  to  enact  such  general  and 
uniform  legislation,  and  to  remedy  the  abuses  and  imper- 
fections of  former  laws  in  this  respect ;  it  is  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  do  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  urge 
upon  Congress  the  consideration  and  early  enactment  of 
such  Federal  legislation  relating  to  bankruptcy  as  will 
further  the  objects  heretofore  stated. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  to  each 
of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  therein. 

The  Resolve  in  favor  of  William  J.  Savage  was  further 
considered,  the  question  being  on  its  rejection,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee  on  Finance.  After  debate,  the 
question  on  its  rejection  was  negatived,  and  the  resolve 
was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow,  for  a 
second  reading. 
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The  Bill  to  extend  the  time  for  the  organization  of  the 
Boston  Water  Trust  and  Investment  Company  was  read 
a  second  time,  and  considered.  Mr.  Bottum  of  North- 
ampton moved  to  amend  by  adding  a  new  section,  to  be 
numbered  section  2,  as  follows  :  "Sect.

1.  What  is  the  meaning  of  the  words,  "or,  if  such 
child  has  been  otherwise  furnished  for  a  like  period  of 
time  with  the  means  of  education,"  as  they  are  used  in 
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section  1  of  chapter  47  of  the  Public  Statutes ;  and  es- 
pecially, are  the  words  quoted  to  be  construed  to  mean 
that  such  education  shall  include  the  branches  required  to 
be  taught  in  the  public  schools  by  section  1  of  chapter  44 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  and  chapter  332  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1885  ? 

2.  Is  the  instruction  given  in  a  private  day  school, 
not  approved  by  the  school  committee  of  a  city  or  town 
in  which  a  person  resides,  who  has  under  his  control  a 
child  between  the  ages  of  eight  fend  fourteen  years,  "  the 
means  of  education,"  within  the  meaning  of  section  1  of 
said  chapter  47  ? 

3.  Do  the  words,  "  when  the  teaching  therein  is  in  the 
English  language,"  as  they  occur  in  section  2  of  said 
chapter  47,  mean  that  all  the  teaching  in  such  school  shall 
be  in  the  English  language,  —  or  only  the  teaching  in 
such  branches  as  are  required  by  law  ? 

And,  be  it  further  ordered*  That  the  justices  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  be  informed  that  the  foregoing 
questions  are  propounded  with  a  view  to  further  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject  matter  of  the  Statutes  therein  referred 
to.

The  repeal  or  alter- 
ation by  this  act  of  any  provision  of  law  shall  not  affect 
any  act  done,  liability  incurred  or  any  right  accrued  and 
established,  or  suit  or  proceeding  to  enforce  such  right  or 
liability,  under  the  authority  of  the  laws  hereby  repealed 
or  altered."  Mr.  Kimball  of  Lynn  moved  to  amend,  in 
section  3,  in  the  clause  relating  to  charges  and  fees,  by 
striking  out  the  word  *«  two"  in  the  line  "  for  preparing 
deed,  two  dollars,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 

one."    The  amendments  were  adopted,  and  the  bill  was 
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passed  to  be  engrossed,  as  amended,  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence. On  motion  of  Mr.  McDonough  of  Fall  River, 
Rule  15  was  suspended. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Cities,  leave  to  with-

After  debate,  the 
amendment  was  adopted,  by  a  vote  of  77  to  41 ;  and  the 
report,  as  amended,  was  accepted  and  sent  up  for  con- 
currence. 

The  Bill  relating  to  composition  with  creditors  in  insol- 
vency was  read  a  second  time,  and  considered.  Mr. 
Wyman  of  Hyde  Park  moved  to  amend  in  section  3, 
line  10,  by  inserting,  after  the  word  "  proposal,"  the 
words,  "more  favorable  to  the  creditors."  Pending  the 
amendment,  and  pending  the  main  question  on  ordering 
the  bill  to  a  third  reading,  Mr.  Wyckoff  of  Franklin  rose 
and  stated  that  a  quorum  was  not  present,  and  asked  for 
a  count  of  the  House.  A  count  showed  that  102  members 
were  present.

Opinion  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 

The  following  communication  was  received   from   the  supreme  judu 
justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  in  response  to  an  lm&w£™&  ' 
order  adopted  by  the  House,  April  19,  requesting  their  X3JSJ2J  °£S!e 
opinion  on  certain  important  questions  of  law,  relating  BChooUi' 
to   the    instruction  and   attendance  of   children   in   the 
schools :  — 

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

The  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  have  con- 
sidered the  questions  proposed  by  the  Honorable  House 
by  its  order  of  April  19, 1889,  and  respectfully  submit  the 
following  answer :  — 

The  Constitution  provides  that  "each  branch  of  the 
Legislature,  as  well  as  the  Governor  and  Council,  shall 
have  authority  to  require  the  opinions  of  the  justices  of 
the  supreme  judicial  court  upon  important  questions  of 
law  and  upon  solemn  occasions."  The  separation  of  the 
executive,  legislative  and  judicial  departments  of  the  gov- 
ernment, established  by  the  Constitution,  in  effect,  pro- 
hibits the  justices  from  giving  any  opinions  to  the  other 
departments  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  their  action, 
except  in  cases  which  fall  within  the  clause  above  cited. 

The  duty  of  the  justices  in  determining  whether  ques- 
tions proposed  to  them  by  the  other  branches  of  the  gov- 
ernment lall  within  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
provision,  is  sometimes  a  delicate  and  embarrassing  one. 
The  embarrassment  is  the  greater,  when  the  opinion 
required  concerns  private  rights.  The  reasons  are  well 
stated  in  an  opinion  of  the  justices  heretofore  given  to  the 
House  of  Representatives :  "As  we  have  no  means  in 
such  case  of  summoning  the  parties  adversely  interested 
before  us,  or  of  inquiring  in  a  judicial  course  of  proceed- 
ing into  the   facts   upon  which  the   controverted  right 
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depends,  or  of  hearing  counsel  to  set  forth  and  vindicate 
their  respective  views  of  the  law,  such  an  opinion,  with- 
out notice  to  the  parties,  would  be  contrary  to  the 
plain  dictates  of  justice,  if  such  an  opinion  could  be  con- 
sidered as  having  the  force  of  a  judgment,  binding  on  the 
rights  of  the  parties." 
5  Met.  596. 

These  remarks  are  of  especial  force  where  our  opinion 
is  asked  as  to  the  construction  of  a  statute,  the  violation  of 
which  exposes  the  citizen  to  a  penalty.  Although  such 
an  opinion  has  not  the  force  of  an  adjudication,  yet  it  is, 
in  a  sense,  a  pre-judgment  of  the  question  proposed,  and 
would  usually  be  followed  by  the  subordinate  judicial 
officers  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  any  inhabitant  inter- 
ested in  the  question  might  well  feel  that  his  rights  had 
been  impaired  by  it,  without  giving  him  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard. 

These  considerations  have  led  us  to  examine  with  care 
the  intent  of  the  constitutional  provision  above  cited,  and 
the  extent  and  limitations  of  the  authority  therein  conferred 
upon  the  executive  and  legislative  departments,  to  require 
the  opinions  of  the  justices. 

Such  opinions  can  be  required  only  "  upon  important 
questions  of  law  and  upon  solemn  occasions."  Can  it  be 
held  that  this  provision  contemplates  that  the  opinion  of 
the  justices  can  be  required  by  either  branch  of  the  Legis- 
lature, whenever  its  members  have  doubts  as  to  the  con- 
struction of  an  existing  statute,  and  it  would  be  convenient 
for  them  to  know  the  true  construction,  in  order  to  deter- 
mine whether  it  were  wise  to  make  any  amendment  of  the 
statute  ?  If  such  had  been  the  intention  of  the  framers  of 
the  Constitution,  authority  would  have  been  given  to  re- 
quire the  opinion  of  the  justices  upon  any  question  of  law. 
Such  questions  are  constantly  arising  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  legislation,  and  they  are  provided  for  by  the 
statute  which  directs  the  Attorney-General,  when  required 
by  either  branch  of  the  General  Court,  to  attend  during 
its  sessions,  and  to  "give  his  opinion  upon  questions  of 
law  submitted  to  him  by  either  branch  of  the  General 
Court,  or  by  the  Governor  and  Council." 
Pub.  Stat.,  chap.  17,  sect.  7. 

By  a  solemn  occasion,  the  Constitution  means  some 
serious  and  unusual  exigency.     It  has  been  held  to  be  such 
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an  exigency  when  the  Governor  or  either  branch  of  the 
Legislature,  having  some  action  in  view,  has  serious 
doubts  as  to  their  power  and  authority  to  take  such  action, 
under  the  Constitution  or  under  existing  statutes.  In  a 
former  opinion  it  is  said  that  "  opinions  have  been  given 
to  the  Senate  and  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  upon 
the  construction  and  effect  of  the  Constitution  and  of  ex- 
isting statutes,  with  a  view  to  further  legislation." 
122  Mass.  600. 

This  is  a  correct  but  a  very  general  statement,  and  was 
not  intended  as  a  definition  of  the  occasions  which  would 
justify  requiring  the  opinion  of  the  justices.  In  a  late 
opinion  it  is  said  "the  opinions  of  the  justices  can  be 
required  only  upon  important  questions  of  law,"  not 
upon  questions  of  fact,  "and  upon  solemn  occasions ;" 
that  is  to  say,  when  such  questions  of  law  are  necessary 
to  be  determined  by  the  body  making  the  inquiry,  in 
the  exercise  of  the.  legislative  or  executive  power 
entrusted  to  it  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

126  Mass.  566. 

This  is,  more  nearly,  an  accurate  statement  of  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution,  as  applied  to  a  case  like  the 
one  before  us  It  is  very  difficult  to  frame  any  definition 
which  will  fully  cover  every  case  which  may  arise. 

The  general  practical  interpretation  of  the  Constitution, 
since  it  was  established,  is  of  importance  in  ascertaining 
its  meaning.  Many  opinions  of  the  justices  have  been 
required  and  given,  but  it  is  found  upon  examination  that 
they  were  given  in  cases  where  the  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment requiring  the  opinion  had  pending  before  it  some 
question  concerning  which  doubts  existed  as  to  its  power 
and  authority,  or  as  to  the  power  of  some  subordinate 
officer  under  the  Constitution  or  under  existing  statutes, 
and  where  the  settlement  of  such  doubt  was  necessary  to 
enable  it,  in  the  exercise  of  its  proper  functions,  to  act 
legally  and  intelligently  upon  the  pending  question.  No 
case  is  found  similar  to  the  one  before  us,  and  we  are  of 
opinion  that  this  is  not  a  case  in  which,  by  a  reasonable 
construction  of  the  Constitution,  we  should  he  justified  in 
answering  the  questions  proposed  by  the  House.  They 
relate  solely  to  the  construction  of  the  first  and  second 
sections  of  the  forty-seventh  chapter  of  the  Public 
Statutes. 
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There  is  no  doubt  whatever  as  to  the  power  of  the 
House  to  pass  any  bill  within  the  limits  of  the  Constitu- 
tion which  it  sees  fit,  in  amendment  or  alteration  of  these 
sections. 

Our  opinion,  if  given,  would  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
power  of  the  House  to  repeal  these  sections,  or  to  amend 
them  or  declare  the  meaning  of  them,  if  there  is  doubt 
about  the  meaning.  Whatever  it  might  be,  the  House 
might  still  think  that  it  was  its  duty  to  make  such  changes 
as  a  majority  of  its  members  think  are  necessary,  in  order 
that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  should  be  clearly 
expressed. 

The  only  exigency  which  seems  to  exist  for  requiring 
our  opinion,  is,  that  members  of  the  House  differ  in  their 
views  as  to  the  construction  of  the  statute,  and,  if  our 
opinion  is  given,  it  may  affect  the  views  of  some  members 
as  to  the  necessity  or  propriety  of  amending  it. 

As  we  have  before  said,  this  is  not  an  unusual  exigency, 
and  does  not  create  or  present  a  solemn  occasion  within 
the  fair  meaning  of  the  Constitution,  so  that  we  can  prop- 
erly give  an  ex  parte  opinion  upon  the  construction  of  the 
statute  in  question. 

For  these  reasons,  imperfectly  stated,  we  respectfully 
beg  to  be  excused  from  further  answering  the  questions 
proposed  by  the  House. 

We  desire  to  add  that  the  justices  have  been  engaged 
in  holding  sittings  of  the  court  in  different  parts  of  the 
Commonwealth,  so  that  an  earlier  answer  was  not  practi- 
cable.

The  House  concurred  in  the  Senate  amendments  to  the 
Bill  to  establish  the  public  library  in  the  city  of  Lawrence, 
and  with  regard  to  providing  a  building  for  the  same,  and 
the  bill  was  returned  to  the  Senate  endorsed  accordingly. 

The  Bill  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  State 
military  historian  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bond  of  Fitch- 
burg,  postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to-morrow, 
to  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  pondiug  the  ques- 
tion on  its  engrossment.

If  on  such  set-off  there  is  a 
balance  of  damage,  judgment  shall  be  entered  for  the 
original  petitioner  or  petitioners  for  such  balance  with 
costs ;  but  if  on  such  set-off  there  is  a  balance  of  benefit, 
judgment  shall  he  entered  for  the  corporation  for  costs 
but  not  for  such  balance  of  benefit.

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The  resolve  and  article  of  amendment  are  as  follows :  — 
Resolved,  by  both  Houses,  That  it  is  expedient  to 
amend  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  by  the 
adoption  of  the  subjoined  article  of  amendment,  and  that 
the  said  article,  being  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
Senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  present  and  voting  thereon,  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  both  Houses,  with  the  yeas  and  nays 
taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  General  Court  next  to 
be  chosen  ;  and  that  said  article  be  published,  to  the  end 
that  if  agreed  to  by  the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  may  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their 
approval  and  ratification,  in  order  that  it  may  become  a 
part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Article  of  Amendment. 

The  General  Court  may  enact  laws  excluding  from 
suffrage,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  all  persons 
convicted  of  crimes  against  the  elective  franchise,  and 
infamous  crimes. 

The  Bill  providing  for  the  designation  of  certain 
justices  of  the  peace  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
liquor  law,  being  the  unfinished  business  of  yesterday, 
was  further  consideied,  the  question  being  on  ordering  to 
a  third  reading.     After  debate,  the  bill  was  rejected. 

The  Bill  to  provide  for  the  building,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  a  system  of  sewage  disposal  for  the  Mystic 
and  Charles  River  valleys  was  further  considered,  the 
question  being  on  its  engrossment.  Mr.  Raymond  of 
Somerville  moved  to  amend  in  section  13,  line  4,  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "commissioners"  the  words, 
"  who  shall  not  be  residents  of  any  of  the  cities  or  towns 
mentioned  in  this  act."  The  amendment  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Sanger  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  in  section  14, 
by  striking  out  the  first  four  lines,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  "Before  the  expiration  of  the  said 
term  of  five  years,  and  every  five  years  thereafter,  other 
commissioners  shall  be  appointed."  Mr.  Raymond  of 
Somerville  moved  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "  commissioners"  the  words,  "  who  shall 
not  be  residents  of  any  of  the  cities  or  towns  mentioned 
in  this  act."  The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  amendment,  as  amended,  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Barrett  of  Melrose  moved  to  amend  by  inserting 
at  the  end  of  section  3  the  following:  "provided,  that 
if,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  town 
of  Melrose  establishes  a  system  of  sewerage  at  its  own 
expense,  which  shall,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  provide  for  the  disposal  of  its  sewage,  it 
shall  not  be  included  within  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

Mr.  Raymond  of  Somerville  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  Melrose"  the 
words,  "  or  the  city  of  Somerville."  Mr.  Howland  of 
Chelsea  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "Melrose"  the  words,  "or  the  city  of 
Chelsea."  Mr.  Ferren  of  Stoneham  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Melrose"  the 
words,  "or  the  town  of  Stoneham."  The  amendments 
to  the  amendment  were  severally  rejected,  and  the  amend- 
ment moved  by  Mr.  Barrett  was  rejected,  by  a  vote 
of  32  to  81. 

Mr.  Barrett  of  Melrose  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  section  13  the  following:  "Such  awards  to 
be  assessed  on  each  town  or  city  interested,  in  the  ratio 
of  the  entire  proportion  of  the  basis  of  such  award  in 
each  town  or  city."     The  amendment  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Howland  of  Chelsea  moved  to  amend  as  follows : 
Add  at  the  end  of  section  13  the  following:  "provided, 
hoivever,  that  when  said  commissioner  shall  have  deter- 
mined the  amount  due  from  said  cities  and  towns,  and 
such  award  shall  have  been  approved  by  said  court,  any 
of  said  cities  or  towns  may  by  petition  apply  to  said  court 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk  sitting  in  equity  for  a  decree 
postponing  the  time  for  payment  into  the  said  sinking 
fund  of  the  amount  apportioned  against  such  city  or  town 
for  a  time  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from  the  date  of 
the  issue  of  said  bonds  by  the  Commonwealth.  The 
said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  decree  of 
postponement,  if  it  shall  appear  to  said  court  that  the  inter- 
ests of  said  city  or  town  require  the  postponement  decreed 
by  said  court.  When  such  decree  shall  have  been  made  in 
favor  of  such  city  or  town,  such  city  or  town  shall  annu- 
ally or  semi-annually,  as  the  treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth may  direct,  pay  to  the  said  treasurer  interest  on 
the  amount  apportioned  against  it,  at  the  rate  named  in 
said  bond,  to  the  same  amount  which  said  city  or  town 
would  have  paid  had  such  decree  of  postponement  not 
been  made.     At  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  in  such 
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decree  of  postponement,  said  court  shall,  upon  petition  of 
the  Commonwealth  or  of  said  cities  or  towns,  decree  the 
amount  which  such  city  or  town  shall  thereafter  annually 
pay  into  said  sinking  fund,  until  the  amount  apportioned 
against  said  city  or  town  shall  have  been  paid." 

The  amendment  was  rejected ;  and,  after  debate,  the 
bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up 
for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Hampden  to  lay  out  a  highway  and  construct  a 
bridge  across  the  Connecticut  River  between  Holyoke  and 
Chicopee  was  read  a  third  time,  and  considered.  Mr. 
Hildreth  of  Holyoke  moved  to  amend  in  section  1  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  Willimansett,"  in  line  8, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  "  at  such  point  as 
they,  the  said  county  commissioners,  shall  determine, 
after  a  public  hearing  of  all  parties  interested."  The 
amendment  was  rejected,  by  a  vote  of  33  to  64.  The 
same  gentleman  also  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  section  2  the  following :  "provided,  that  the  cost  of  said 
bridge  and  land  damages  shall  not  exceed  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars."  The  amendment  was  rejected;  and, 
after  debate,  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in  con- 
currence, and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amendment 
previously  adopted  by  the  House. 

The  Bill  to  promote  the  safety  of  the  public  at  grade 
crossings  was  read  a  second  time,  and  considered.  Mr. 
Wyman  of  Hyde  Park  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the 
bill  was  broader  in  its  scope  than  the  petition  on  which  it 
was  based.  The  Speaker  declared  ihe  point  not  well 
, taken.  Mr.  Morison  of  Boston  moved  that  the  bill  be  re- 
committed to  the  committee  on  Railroads.  The  motion 
was  lost.  Mr.  Taft  of  Gloucester  moved  to  amend  in 
section  1,  line  5,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  wood" 
the  words,  "  in  woodlands;"  also,  in  line  6  of  the  same 
section,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "exists"  the  words, 
'*  in  woodlands."  Mr.  Sprout  of  Worcester  moved  to 
amend  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  2  the  following 
words  :  "  and  either  party,  if  dissatisfied  with  the  decision 
of  the  commissioners,  may  have  the  same  right  of  appeal 
therefrom  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  the  taking  of  land 
by  railroad  corporations."  After  debate,  the  amendments 
were  severally  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 


Point  of  order. 
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The  Bill  relating  to  composition  with  creditors  in  insol- 
vency was  read  a  third  time,  and  considered.  Mr.  Cook 
of  Weymouth  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
section  3  the  following:  "  Upon  the  filing  of  any  such 
modification,  the  court  shall  order  a  hearing  thereon  as 
early  as  may  be,  of  which  the  register  shall  send  notice 
by  mail,  postpaid,  to  all  known  creditors,  not  less  than 
seven  days  before  the  day  appointed  therefor,  stating  the 
substance  of  the  proposal.  This  hearing  shall  be  ad- 
journed in  accordance  with  section  two  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-four,  the  provisions  of  which  section 
shall  apply  in  all  cases  where  a  modified  offer  is  made  as 
aforesaid."  After  debate,  the  amendment  was  adopted, 
and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  in  relation  to  contracts  made  by  towns  was 
read  a  third  time,  and,  pending  the  question  on  its 
engrossment,  it  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sprout  of  Worces- 
ter, postponed  for  further  consideration  until  to-morrow, 
to  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day. 

The  Bill  to  supply  the  town  of  Reading  with  water  was 
read  a  third  time,  and  considered.  Mr.  Pierce  of  Water- 
town  moved  that  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  be 
postponed  until  to-morrow.  The  motion  was  lost,  by  a 
vote  of  24  to  30.  Mr.  Pierce  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  a  quorum  was  not  present.

The  Bill  to  authorize  the  city  of  Somerville  to  establish 
a  high  water  service,  and  to  issue  additional  water  bonds, 
was  read  a  third  time  and  was  passed  to  be  engrossed, 
in  concurrence.

♦  Mr.  Brown  of  Salem  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  1  the  following:  "Nor  shall  the  lessee 
exact  any  higher  passenger  rate  per  mile,  or  any  higher 
freight  rates  per  ton  per  mile,  from  the  travel  and  traffic 
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over  the  road  of  the  lessor  than  is  now  exacted  by  the 
lessor  from  such  travel  and  traffic ;  nor  shall  the  lessee 
exact  any  higher  rates  from  the  travel  and  traffic  on  the  road 
of  the  lessor  than  the  lessee  exacts  from  the  travel  and 
traffic  on  its  own  road.  And  the  lessee  shall  annually 
make  such  returns  to  the  lessor  as  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners of  Massachusetts  require  from  railroads  not  leased 
to  other  corporations,  and  the  lessor  shall  file  such  returns 
with  the  railroad  commissioners." 

Mr.  Hayes  of  Lynn  moved  to  amend  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  I  the  following:  "  Provided ,  That  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  said  lease  shall  not  allow  any 
dividends,  money  or  other  equivalent  to  be  paid  upon  or 
given  for  any  stock  of  said  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  which  was  not  issued  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May,  1889."  After  debate,  the  amendments 
were  rejected,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading, 
by  a  vote  of  111  to  24.

Book  of  1888  a 
veto  message .  of  the  Governor,  returning  to  the  Senate, 
with  his  objections,  a  "  Bill  appropriating  $10,000  annually 
for  the  Massachusetts  State  Firemen's  Association." 
point  of  order.  Mr.  Wyman  of  Hyde  Park  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  remarks  were  not  in  order,  since  it  was  not 
in  order  for  a  member  to  refer  to  the  action  of  the 
Executive  to  influence  the  action  of  the  members.  The 
Speaker  (Mr.  Morison  of  Boston  in  the  chair)  declared 
the  point  not  well  taken,  stating  that  it  was  in  order  for 
a  member  to  read  from  a  public  document.  After  debate, 
the  bill  was  substituted,  and  was  referred,  under  the 
rule,  to  the  committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  refer- 
ence to  the  next  General  Court,  on  the  petition  of  E.  K. 
Wilcox  Post  16,  G.  A.  R.,  for  legislation  providing  for 
the  burial  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or 
marines,  who  may  hereafter  die  without  sufficient  means 
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toT  defray  their  funeral  expenses,  and  for  suitable  head- 
stones to  mark  the  graves  of  the  same,  was  further  con- 
sidered. Mr.  Brooks  of  Springfield  moved  to  amend  by 
the  substitution  of  a  "  Bill  providing  for  the  burial  of 
deceased  indigent  or  friendless  ex-Union  soldiers,  sailors 
or  marines  of  the  late  war."  After  debate,  the  bill  was

the  petition  of  H.  A.  Willis  and  others  for  an  amendment 
to  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Fitchburg,  was  further  con- 
sidered. Mr.  Kimball  of  Fitchburg  moved  to  tfmend  by 
the  substitution  of  a  "  Bill  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Fitchburg."  After  debate,  the  bill  was  substituted  and 
was  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  for  a 
second  reading. 

The  Bill  in  relation  to  contracts  made  by  towns  was 
further  considered,  the  question  being  on  its  engrossment. 
Mr.  McCooey  of  Blackstone  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  section  4.  After  debate,  the  amendment  was  adopted, 
by  a  vote  of  28  to  18,  and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  en- 
grossed, as  amended,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  Bill  to  establish  the  compensation  of  certain  officers 
in  Norfolk  and  Plymouth  counties  was  further  considered, 
the  question  being  on  its  engrossment.  Mr.  Cook  of 
Weymouth  moved  to  amend  in  section  1,  lines  7  and  8, 
by  striking  out  the  words,  "  one  thousand,"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words,  "  seven  hundred  and  fifty;" 
also,  in  line  13  of  the  same  section,  by  striking  out  the 
word  "  eight "  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word 
"  five."  The  amendments  were  adopted,  and  the  bill,  as 
amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  and  sent  up  for 
concurrence. 

The  Bill  in  addition  to  and  to  amend  chapter  102  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  relative  to  damages  done  by  dogs  to 
sheep,  lambs,  neat  cattle  and  other  domestic  animals,  was 
read  a  third  time.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third 
Heading  reported  recommending  an  amendment,  by  strik- 
ing out  section  1,  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 
^«  Section  ninety-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  two 
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of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  follow- 
ing is  substituted  therefor:  Sect.  98.  Whoever  suffers 
loss  by  the  worrying,  maiming  or  killing  of  his  6heep, 
lambsj  fowls  or  other  domestic  animals  by  dogs,  may 
inform  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  the  chairman,  of  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  wherein  the  damage  was  done, 
who  shall  proceed  to  the  premises  where  the  damage  was 
done,  and  determine  whether  the  same  was  inflicted  by 
dogs,  and,  if  so,  appraise  the  amount  thereof,  if  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars  ;  if,  in  the  opinion  of  said  mayor 
or  chairman,  the  amount  of  said  damage  exceeds  twenty 
dollars,  he  shall  appoint  two  disinterested  persons,  who, 
with  himself,  shall  appraise  under  oath  the  amount 
thereof.  The  said  appraisers  shall  also  consider  and  in- 
clude in  such  damages  the  labor  and  time  necessarily  ex- 
pended in  the  finding  and  collecting  of  the  sheep,  lambs, 
neat  cattle  and  other  domestic  animals  so  injured  or 
separated,  and  the ,  value  of  those  lost  or  otherwise 
damaged  by  dogs.  The  said  mayor  or  chairman  shall 
return  a  certificate  of  the  damages  found,  except  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
to  the  county  commissioners ;  who,  during  the  month  of 
December,  shall  examine  all  such  bills,  and,  if  any  doubt 
exists,  may  summon  the  appraisers  and  all  parties  inter- 
ested, and  make  such  examination  as  they  think  proper, 
and  shall  issue  an  order  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  county 
in  which  the  damage  was  done  for  all  or  any  part  thereof 
as  justice  and  equity  may  require."  The  amendment  was 
adopted,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  en- 
grossed and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Taxation,  leave  to  with- 
draw, on  the  petition  (recommitted)  of  L.  B.  Rice  and 
another  for  legislation  to  secure  the  further  taxation  of 
chattels,  was  laid  on  the  table,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mellen  of 
Worcester. 

The  Bill  to  establish  the  salary  of  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health  was,  pending  the  question  on  its 
rejection,  as  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Finance, 
recommitted  to  that  committee,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wales 
of  Attleborough. 

The  Bill  to  establish  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
streets  in  the  city  of  Boston  was  read  a  third  time  and 
considered.      Mr.  Lovell    of   Boston    moved    to    amend 
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in  section  5,  line  4,  by  inserting,  after  the  word 
"  companies, "  the  words,  "  except  for  the  purposes  of 
repairing  gas  pipes  and  laying  service  pipes."  Mr.  Dug- 
gan  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  in  section  8  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "its"  in  line  3,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words,  "  acceptance  by  the  city  govern- 
ment of  Boston."  Mr.  McNary  of  Boston  moved  to 
amend  in  section  8  by  striking  out  in  lines  6  and  7  the  . 
words,  "and  on  said  day  thei  board  of  street  commis- 
sioners of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  be  abolished."  After 
debate,  pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the 
main  question  on  the  engrossment  of  the  bill,  Mr.  Blume 
of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  a  quorum  was  not 
present.  A  count  of  the  House  shoyved  that  81  members 
were  present.  Mr.  Sohier  of  Beverly  moved  to  adjourn.

obstructions,  who  shall,  after  such  notice  as  they  deem 
proper,  hear  the  parties  and  make  such  order  in  the 
premises  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  said  standing  wood 
or  other  obstructions  as  the  public  safety  shall  demand. 
And  the  said  railroad  corporation  shall  not  allow  other 
obstructions,  in  place  of  said  removal,  to  endanger  the 
safety  of  public  travel."  After  debate,  the  amendment 
was  Rejected,  and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in 
concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ments previously  adopted  by  the  House.

The  Bill  to  establish  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
streets  in  the  city  of  Boston  was  further  considered,  the 
question  being  on  its  engrossment.  Pending  amendments 
moved  by  Messrs.  Lovell  of  Boston,  Duggan  of  Boston, 
McNary  of  Boston,  and  Morison  of  Boston,  and  pending 
the  main  question  on  the  engrossment  of  the  bill,  it  was 
postponed  for  further  consideration  until  Monday,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  McNary  of  Boston,  to  be  placed  second  in 
the  orders  of  the  day.

After  debate,  the  amendments  were  adopted, 
and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  in 
concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ments, the  title  having  also  been  amended,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Sohier  of  Beverly,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  cities 
and  towns,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "  the 
city  of  Lynn."

The  pending 
amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Lovell  of  Boston,  to  insert  in 
section  5,  line  4,  after  the  word  ' 'companies,"  the  words,  , 
"  except  for  the  purposes  of  repairing  gas  pipes,  and  laying 
service  pipes,"  was  rejected.  The  pending  amendment 
moved  by  Mr.  Duggan  in  section  8,  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  word  "  its"  in  line  3,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  "  acceptance  by  the  city  govern- 
ment of  Boston,"  was  rejected.

of  commons  and  squares  ;  "  also  in  line  17  of  the  same  sec- 
tion, after  the  word  "city,"  by  inserting  the  words, 
"  superintendent  of  streets,  the  superintendent  of  sewers, 
the  superintendent  of  bridges,  the  superintendent  of 
lamps,  the  superintendent  of  health,  the  directors  of 
ferries,  the  superintendent  of  commons  and  squares,  the 
water  commissioners ; "  also  in  section  3,  line  9,  after  the 
word  "  draws,"  insert  the  words,  "  constructing  and  main- 
taining water  works  and  furnishing  water,  and  for  the 
cleaning  of  the  streets,  and  the  removal  and  disposal 
of  ashes,  offal  and  garbage,  and  the  care  of  commons 
and  squares,"  were  considered.  Mr.  Morison  of  Boston 
Point  of  order,  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  amendments  were 
broader  in  their  scope  than  the  subject  matter  of  the  order 
considered  by  the  committee.  The  Speaker  declared  the 
point  well  taken,  and  the  amendments  were  ruled  out. 
The  pending  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  McNary,  to  strike 
out  in  section  8,  lines  6  and  7,  the  words,  "  and  on  said 
day  the  board  of  street  commissioners  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall  be  abolished,"  was  rejected,  by  a  vote  of  47 
to  66.

No  person  shall  hereafter  occupy  any  por- 
tion of  the  public  streets  or  places  of  said  city  with- 
out a  permit  therefor  from  said  board,  nor  shall  any 
person  hereafter  make  any  excavation  in  such  streets 
or  places,  except  with  a  permit  therefor  from  said 
board,  and  under  its  supervision;  and  every  person 
so  excavating  shall  put  the  street  or  place  in  as  good 
condition  as  before  the  excavation,  and,  in  default  thereof, 
the  said  board  may  do  said  work  at  the  expense  of  said  per- 
son ;  "  also  by  striking  out  section  8,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following :  "  Sect.  8.  This  act,  so  far  as  relates 
to  the  appointment  of  said  commissioners,  shall  take  effect 
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upon  its  passage ;  and,  for  all  other  purposes,  shall  take  effect 
on  the  first  Monday  of  July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-nine ;  and  on  said  day  the  offices  of  the  board 
of  street  commissioners,  the  superintendent  of  streets,  the 
superintendent  of  sewers,  the  superintendent  of  lamps, 
the  superintendent  of  health,  the  superintendent  of 
bridges  and  the  board  of  directors  of  East  Boston 
ferries,  of  said  city  of  Boston,  shall .  be  abol- 
ished; and  all  ordinances  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and 
regulations  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  said  city, 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  be  annulled,"  were  con- 
sidered. Mr.  McNary  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  Point  of  order. 
that  the  amendments  were  broader  in  their  scope  than  the 
subject  matter  of  the  order  considered  by  the  committee. 
The  Speaker  declared  the  point  not  well  taken.  The 
amendments  were  adopted,  and,  after  debate,  the  bill,  as 
amended,  was  rejected,  by  a  vote  of  30  to  112. 

The  Bill  to  give  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors  preference  in  appointments  to  office  under  the  civil 
service  rules  was  further  considered.  The  pending  motion 
to  reconsider  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  previously 
adopted  was  rejected,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading,  by  a  vote  of  75  to  37.

The  Bill  to  change  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Gas  Com- 
missioners was  further  considered,  the  question  being  on 
its  engrossment.  On  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr. 
Mellen  of  Worcester,  to  the  amendment  moved  by  Mr. 
Perkins  of  Cambridge,  the  Speaker  ruled  as  follows  :  — 
spiikcr0/ lhe  Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester  raises  the  point  of  order  that 
the  amendment  is  not  germane  to  the  bill.  The  bill  is 
reported  by  the  committee  on  Manufactures,  upon  the 
report  of  the  gas  commissioners,  which  report  refers  to 
both  the  subject  matters  of  the  bill  and  the  amendment 
proposed  by  Mr.  Perkins  of  Cambridge.  That  the  com- 
mittee could  have  reported  to  the  House  recommendations 
upon  both  subjects  is  not  open  to  doubt.  The  report  of 
the  commissioners  asks  for  both  subjects  of  legislation. 
The  committee  not  only  has  the  power  to  report  upon 
both  subjects,  but  members  of  the  House  have  a  right  to 
such  a  report  as  will  enable  them,  either  through  the 
report  of  the  committee,  by  a  substitute  for  such  report 
or  amendment  thereto,  to  bring  before  the  House  the 
subject  matters  thus  referred.  Otherwise  the  committee 
would  possess  the  power  to  bury  by  its  own  action,  and 
without  the  power  of  revision  by  the  House,  the  issues 
referred  to  it.  This  is  plainly  beyond  the  power  of  the 
committee,  and  dangerous  to  the  power  of  the  House. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  committees,  to  which  are 
referred  such  reports,  when  reporting  upon  certain  recom- 
mendations therein  made,  to  present  such  report  as  a  re- 
port "  in  part."  Finally,  having  reported  affirmatively 
on  such  matters  as  it  desired,  the  committee  reported 
"no  further  legislation  necessary"  on  other  recommen- 
dations, while  they  offered  to  the  House,  either  by  amend- 
ment or  substitution,  the  privilege  of  coming  to  a  direct 
issue  on  any  of  the  subject  matters  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

In  this  case,  however,  so  far  as  appears,  the  committee 
.  has  reported  finally  on  the  gas  commissioners'  report  in 
the  bill  "  changing  the  name  of  the  gas  commissioners." 
Had  that  report  been  denominated  a  report  "  in  part," 
other  subjects  of  recommendation  could  be  further  ex- 
pected ;  but  in  its  present  report  the  committee  has  finally 
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disposed  of  the  whole  matter  referred  to  it,  and  it  now 
rests  finally  with  the  House. 

The  rule  of  the  House  which  requires  that  an  amend- 
ment should  be  germane  to  the  subject  matter  is 
clear,  and  on  the  surface  this  amendment  would 
appear  to  be  out  of  order.  Certainly  the  question 
of  the  safety  of  different  kinds  of  gas  has  very  little  ap- 
parent reference  to  the  name  of  the  gas  commissioners. 
On  that  single  issue  the  Chair  would  be  constrained  to 
reject  the  amendment.  But  in  point  of  fact  the  report, 
in  its  present  form,  practically  is  in  the  form  of  a  bill  on 
one  subject,  and  upon  the  others  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee "  no  further  legislation  necessary."  On  any  other 
interpretation  the  committee  would  be  confirmed  as  pos- 
sessing the  right  —  which  this  House  has  never  tolerated  — 
to  bury,  beyond  the  control  of  the  House,  subject  matter 
referred  to  it.  The  only  ruling  on  the  matter  directly  at 
point  was  made  by  Mr.  President  Crocker  in  the  Senate 
of  1883  ;  but  thfen  the  report  of  the  committee  distinctly 
stated  that  it  was  based  upon  "  so  much  of  the  Governor's 
message  as  referred  to"  the  subject,  leaving  the  plain 
inference  that  the  committee  would  report  further  on  the 
other  matters  referred  to  it.  The  present  report  gives 
every  evidence  that  it  is  intended  as  the  final  action  of 
the  committee  on  Manufacturer,  and  that  no  further  re- 
port, to  which  the  legislation  proposed  by  Mr.  Perkins  of 
Cambridge  would  be  more  clearly  germane,  is  to  be 
expected  from  the  committee. 

It  would  clearly  have  been  better  had  the  committee  re- 
served these  various  incongruous  subjects  of  legislation  for 
different  reports  ;  but  it  is  equally  clear  that  the  commit- 
tee cannot,  by  its  action,  deprive  the  House  of  the  right  to 
legislate  upon  any  and  every  subject  contained  in  the 
recommendations  of  the  gas  commissioners. 

In  the  interest  of  clear  laws  and  proper  division  of  legis- 
lation, the  Chair  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  House  would  do 
well  to  recommit  the  matter  to  the  committee,  with  instruc- 
tions to  report  these  different  subjects  in  different  reports  ; 
but,  if  the  House  does  not  wish  to  thus  delay  legisla- 
tion at  this  stage  in  the  session,  it  is  clear  that,  being 
debarred  from  offering  his  proposed  legislation,  which 
is  certainly  germane  to  the  report  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee, and  on  which  it  appears  that  the  present  bill 
is  to  be  the  entire  result  of  their  deliberations,  Mr. 
Perkins   of  Cambridge   is   in   order  with   his   proposed 
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amendment.  It  is  certainly  germane  to  something,  and 
would  be  clearly  to  this,  if  the  committee  had  stated  that 
it  recommended,  as  appears  to  be  the  case  on  one  part  of 
the  gas  commissioners'  report,  a  bill,  and  on  all  others 
"  no  further  legislation  necessary."  The  subject  referred 
to  the  committee  clearly  has  not  disappeared.  The  com- 
mittee has  not  it  in  hand.  It  must  be  in  the  control  of  the 
House.  The  Chair  has  reserved  to  the  House  the  power 
simply  to  control  legislation  in  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee, either  rejecting  or  accepting  it  at  its  own  pleasure, 
and  thus  preserving  the  principle  that  by  indirection  this 
control  cannot  be  removed  from  the  House.  It  would 
have  been  better  had  the  committee  made  two  reports  on 
the  two  different  subjects ;  but,  taking  the  matter  as  it 
comes  to  the  House,  the  Chair  decides,  on  the  broad  prin- 
ciple that,  as  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  the  House  can 
vote  on  the  report  of  the  gas  commissioners,  it  must  be 
allowed  to  exercise  that  right,  and  not  be  deprived  of  it 
on  technical  grounds.  The  Chair  therefore  decides  the 
point  of  order  not  well  taken. 

After  debate,  the  amendments  were  rejected,  by  a  vote 
of  45  to  84,  and  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed,  in 
concurrence. 

The  Bill  authorizing  the  incorporation  of  an  elevated 
railway  company  by  Charles  H.  Nichols  and  others  was 
further  considered,  the  question  being  on  ordering  it  to  a 
third  reading.  Pending  this  question,  Mr.  Dewey  of  Bos- 
Point  of  order,  ton  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  bill  was  substan- 
tially the  .same  as  the  Bill  to  authorize  the  incorporation 
of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  which  had 
already  been  rejected  by  the  present  Legislature,  and  was 
therefore  not  properly  before  tho  House,  being  in  violation 
of  House  Rule  48. 

Mr.  Kittredge  of  Boston  raised  a  further  point  of  order 
that  the  bill  was  beyond  the  scope  of  the  petition  con- 
sidered by  the  committee,  and  upon  which  the  report  of 
the  committee  was  based.  Pending  these  questions  of 
order,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wyman  of  Hyde  Park,  the 
bill  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Bill  to  give  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors  preference  in  appointments  to  office  under  the  civil 
service  rules  was  read  a  third  time,  and  was  passed  to  l)e 
engrossed,  in  concurrence,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence  in 
the  amendment  previously  adopted  by  the  House. 
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The  Bill  in  relation  to  the  officers  of  the  State  Prison 
at  Boston  was  read  a  third  time.  The  committee  on

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having  been  submitted.  And  inasmuch  as  the  petition 
called  for  no  special  system  of  construction,  he  would  rule 
that  the  bill  was  within  the  scope  of  the  petition,  and  that 
the  point  of  order  was  not  well  taken. 

Mr.  Dewey  of  Boston  raised  a  further  point  of  order  Point  of  order. 
that  the  bill  is  substantially  the  same  as  a  measure  pre- 
viously rejected  by  the  Legislature,  and  is  therefore  in 
violation  of  House  Rule  No.  48.     On  this  point  of  order 
the  Speaker  ruled  as  follows  :  — 

The  point  of  order  that  the  bill  violates  Rule  48,  in 
being  substantially  the  same  matter  already  rejected, 
suggests  the  fact  that  in  many  respects  the  bills  are 
similar, — the  same  incorporators  in  some  respects,  the 
Bame  features  in  many,  changed  so  far  as  will  comply 
with  the  new  petition  upon  which  this  bill  is  based. 
Upon  the  simple  question  of  similarity  the  Chair  would 
find  it  difficult  to  decide,  from  all  the  circumstances 
involved,  as  well  as  by  the  intrinsic  features  of  the  bill, 
that  it  does  not  come  under  the  head  of  substantially  the 
same  legislation. 

But  a  deeper  question  underlies  this  question.  Neither 
this  bill  nor  any  similar  one  has  been  rejected  by  the 
House.  A  similar  one,  it  is  claimed,  has  been  rejected 
by  the  Senate.  It  is  for  that  branch  to  settle  this  ques- 
tion. The  point  of  the  rule  is  to  establish  the  fact  that 
when  the  House  has  rejected  a  measure,  it  shall  not  be 
possible  to  delay  its  business  with  another  presentation  of 
the  same  subject  matter  already  rejected. 

But  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  are  bodies 
independent  and  separate  in  their  functions.  The  Chair, 
after  a  study  of  their  powers,  is  confirmed  in  the  belief 
that  no  rule  of  the  House  exists  which  deprives  this  body  of 
the  right  to  send  to  the  Senate,  as  many  times  as  it  sees  fit, 
a  measure  never  rejected  here,  but  that  it  is  within  the  rule 
and  power  of  the  Senate  to  refuse  to  consider  such 
matter  a  second  time,  having  once  finally  rejected  it. 
It  rests  with  the  judgment  of  the  House  to  determine  how 
many  times  it  will  persist  in  that  action.  Neither  branch 
is  under  obligation  by  courtesy  to  the  other  to  violate  its 
own  rules,  nor  does  it  lose  anything  in  the  power  to  trans- 
act business  in  its  own  way  through  any  action  or  lack 
of  action  on  the  part  of  the  other  branch.  How  far  the 
continuance  in  presenting  to  the  other  branch  legislation 
meeting  the  constant  rebuff  of  rejection  should  be  carried, 
the  House  must  decide  for  itself. 
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Point  of  order. 


The  Chair  therefore  rules  that  the  point  of  order  is  not 
well  taken ,  on  the  ground  that  with  propriety  the  branch 
which  has  once  rejected  a  bill,  for  reasons  known  only  to 
itself,  shall  decide  whether  the  new  measure  is  so  akin  in 
nature  to  that  which  it  has  once  rejected  that  it  is  open  to 
the  same  objection  which  rendered  the  first  measure 
obnoxious. 

Mr.  Kittredge  of  Boston  raised  a  further  point  of  order 
that  the  bill  is  broader  in  its  scope  than  the  petition  upon 
which  the  report  of  the  committee  is  based,  tor  the  reason 
that  the  location  of  the  road  named  in  the  bill  is  general, 
and  far  more  extensive  than  the  definite  route  designated 
in  the  petition.  Pending  the  question  of  order,  and  pend- 
ing the  main  question  on  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  it  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mellen  of  Worcester, 
laid  on  the  table.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary,  reference  orders  of  the .

to  certain  lands  on  the  island  of  Nantucket,  was  accepted. 

The  Bill  to  incorporate  the  Water  Works  Security  Com- 
pany of  Massachusetts  was  read  a  second  time  and  ordered 
to  a  third  reading. 

The  Bill  to  permit  railroad  or  street  railway  companies 
to  use  the  Meigs  system  of  elevated  railways  was  read  a

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stover  of  Haverhill,  it 
was  voted  to  take  up  the  amendments  in  the  order  as 
printed  in  the  calendar,  and  that  debate  on  each  amend- 
ment be  limited  to  thirty  minutes.  On  motion  of  Mr.

Any  parent  or  guardian  of  a 
child  who  refuses  to  give  the  information  called  for  in 
section  two,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  not  less  than 
five  or  more  than  ten  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  public 
schools  in  the  town  in  which  said  parent  or  guardian 
resides." 

Mr.  McEttrick  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  Polnt  of  order- 
the  amendment  was  not  properly  before  the  House,  for 
the  reason  that  there  was  no  subject  of  legislation  con- 
sidered by  the  committee  to  which  the  amendment  was 
germane. 

The  Speaker  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well 
taken,  for  the  reason  that  among  the  papers  referred  to 
the  committee  was  a  bill,  introduced  on  leave,  by  Mr. 
Gracey  of  Salem,  contemplating  general  legislation  on  the 
subject  of  the  attendance  of-  children  in  schools,  and  that 
the  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Holman  proposed  legisla- 
tion incidental  to  the  general  subject.

Mr.  Davis  of  Somerville  moved  to  amend  by  the  in- 
sertion of  a  new  section,  to  be  numbered  section  two,  as 
follows :  "Sect.  2.  Section  two  of  chapter  forty-seven 
of  the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  «  school,'  in  the  second  line,  the  following : 
*  and  all  private  instruction  only  when  the  teaching,  in' all 
the  studies  required  by  law,  is  in  the  English  language.' 
The  section,  as  amended,  will  read  as  follows:  'Sect.  2. 
For  the  purposes  of  the  preceding  section,  school  com- 
mittees shall  approve  a  private  school  and  all  private 
instruction  only  when  the  teaching,  in  all  the  studies 
required  by  law,  is  in  the  English  language,  and  when 
they  are  satisfied  that  such  teaching  equals  in  thorough- 
ness and  efficiency  the  teaching  in  the  public  schools  in 
the  same  locality,  and  that  equal  progress  is  made  by 
the  pupils  therein,  in  the  studies  required  by  law,  with 
that  made  during  the  same  time  in  the  public  schools ; 
but  they  shall  not  refuse  to  approve  a  private  school  on 
account  of  the  religious  teaching  therein.' "

Mr.  Greenwood  of  Ashland  moved  to  amend  by  adding, 
at  the  end  of  section  1,  the  following:  "provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  such  person,  in  a  «  no-license '  city  or  town, 
will  testify  of  whom  he  purchased  the  liquor,  he  may  be 
discharged  by  the  court." 

Pending  the  amendments,  and  pending  the  main  ques-

Opinion  of  the  Attorney- General. 

The  following  communication  was   received   from   the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General,  which  was  read  and  placed  on  file  :  —    e^on^e3*0"

Boston,  June  6,  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts. 

In  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  Honorable  House,  of 
June  5,  to  wit,  "That  the  Attorney-General  be  directed 
to  give  his  opinion  upon  the  constitutionality  of  the  Re- 
solve for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  from  the  disaster  in 
Johnstown  and  vicinity,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  now 
pending  in  the  House  of  Representatives,"  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  while  the 
authority  of  the  Legislature  to  impose  taxes  for  "public 
purposes"  is  extensive  and  subject  to  few  limitations,  the 
passage  of  the  Resolve  above  quoted  would  be  the  exer- 
cise of  a  power  not  existing  under  the  Constitution. 

Article  IV.  of  part  second  of  the  State  Constitution 
provides  that  the  General  Court  may  impose  and  levy 
proportional  and  reasonable  taxes,  duties  and  excises  to 
be  "  disposed  of  by  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  time  being,  with  the 
advice  and  conseut  of  the  Council,  for  the  public  service, 
in  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of  the  government 
of  said  Commonwealth,  and  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  subjects  thereof,  according  to  such  acts  as  are 
or  shall  be  enforced  within  the  same." 

This  has  been  held  by  the  supreme  court  to  be  a 
restriction  of  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  raise 
money  by  taxation,  and  the  limitation  of  the  expenditure 
of  the  same  "  to  public  uses  and  the  public  service." 

The  persons  sought  to  be  benefited  by  this  Resolve  are 
citizens  of  another  State,  and.  apparently  not  within  the 
range  of  any  governmental  obligations  of  the  people  of 
this  State. 

There  appear  to  be  no  cases  in  the  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral States  wherein  the  question  of  extra  territorial  appli- 
cation of  State  money,  similar  to  the  one  under  considera- 
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tion,  has  been  distinctly  raised,  nor  do  we  find  in  this 
State  any  instances  of  a  similar  appropriation  of  money 
for  the  benefit  of  inhabitants  of  another  State. 

Judge  Cooley,  a  high  authority  on  constitutional  law, 
in  Bis  Treatise  on  the  Law  of  Taxation,  chapter  four,  lays 
down  the  following  rule  :  — 

"In  considering  the  legality  of  the  purpose  of  any 
particular  tax,  a  question  of  first  importance  must  always 
concern  the  grade  of  the  government  which  assumes  to 
levy  it.  The  '  public '  that  is  concerned  in  a  legal  sense 
in  any  matter  of  government,  is  the  public  the  particular 
government  has  been  provided  for ;  and  the  '  public 
purpose '  for  which  that  government  may  tax  is  one  which 
concerns  its  own  people,  and  not  some  other  people  hav- 
ing a  government  of  its  own,  for  whose  wants  taxes  are 
laid.  There  may,  therefore,  be  a  public  purpose  as 
regards  the  federal  union  which  would  not  be  such,  as  a 
basis  for  State  taxation,  and  there  may  be  a  public  pur- 
pose which  would  uphold  State  taxation,  but  not  the 
taxation  which  its  municipalities  would  be  at  liberty  to 
vote  and  collect.  The  purpose  must  in  every  instance 
pertain  to  the  sovereignty  with  which  the  tax  originates; 
it  must  be  something  within  its  jurisdiction  so  as  to  justify 
its  making  provision  for  it." 

The  same  rule  was  laid  down  by  Chief  Justice  Marshall 
in  case  of  McCulloch  vs.  State  of  Maryland,  in  4  Wheaton, 
316 ;  and  by  the  supreme  court  of  Wisconsin  in  case  of 
Broadhead  vs.  Milwaukee,  reported  in  the  19  Wisconsin, 
701,  which  quotes  with  approval  the  case  of  Sharpless  vs. 
Philadelphia,  in  the  21  Penn.  147,  where  the  subject  is 
discussed. 

In  Desty  on  Taxation,  page  22,  it  is  said :  — 

"  The  taxing  power  cannot  be  invoked  in  aid  of  enter- 
prises strictly  private.  It  is  illegitimate  to  provide  for  a 
private  purpose  ;  and  it  is  not  competent  to  levy  taxes  to 
be  paid  over  to  individuals  or  associations  merely  because 
they  are  charitable.  The  legislative  departments  of  the 
American  governments  cannot  arbitrarily  take  the  prop- 
erty of  one  citizen  and  give  it  to  another,  and  of  course 
cannot  authorize  others  to  do  so." 

And  numerous  authorities  are  there  cited  to  substantiate 
this  position.  There  must  be  either  some  territorial 
obligation  or  policy  of  State  citizenship,  or  a  resulting 
benefit  of  a  character  recognized  by  the  courts.     And  it 
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has  been  held  that  a  remote  and  incidental  benefit  that 
comes  from  aid  to  private  persons,  and  enterprises  not  of 
a  public  character,  is  not  sufficient ;  and,  as  above  stated, 
the  "  public  "  of  the  law  is  the  public  of  the  State  or 
municipality  to  be  benefited. 

The  same  doctrine  substantially  is  held  in  the  case  of 
Lowell  vs.  Boston,  111  Mass.  454,  wherein  the  supreme 
court  declared  void  a  law  authorizing  of  bonds  by  the  city 
of  Boston  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  with  which  to 
make  loans  in  aid  of  individuals  in  rebuilding  the  burned 
portion  of  that  city  ;  and  in  the  supreme  court  of  Kansas 
in  case  of  the  State  vs.  Osakee,  14  Kas.  416,  in  constru- 
ing a  statute  authorizing  the  raising  of  money  by  taxation 
for  the  purposes  of  providing  "  the  destitute  citizens  of 
such  townships  with  provisions  and  with  grain  for  seed 
and  feed,"  it  was  held  unconstitutional.  All  of  which  is 
most  respectfully  submitted.

The  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  spoke  as  follows  :  — 

Gentlemen:  —  I  confessed  to  an  honest  pride,  when, 
five  months  ago,  by  your  generous  suffrages,  I  was  called 
to  this  seat.  To-night,  after  listening  to  the  expressions 
of  good-will  and  kindly  feeling  to  which  you  have  given 
utterance,  and  so  kindly  endorsed,  the  feelings  of  grateful 
appreciation  are  too  strong  for  adequate  expression.  For 
these  evidences  of  regard  accept  my  thanks,  and  this  tan- 
gible proof  I  shall  prize,  not  simply  for  its  beauty 
and  its  value,  but  because  it  will  represent  not  only  to 
me,  but  to  those  who  shall  come  after,  an  experience  in 
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my  life  which  can  never  be  else  than  a  source  of  genuine 
pleasure  and  of  honest  pride. 

I  have  to  thank  the  members  for  constant  support  and 
courtesy,  which  have  lightened  up  the  session,  so  that, 
looking  back  upon  the  time  when  we  met,  many  of  us  as 
strangers,  down  to  the  present,  when  we  separate  as 
friends,  it  seems  as  if  whatever  of  friction  or  disagree- 
ment as  was  inevitable  in  such  a  body  has  been  effaced, 
and  we  part,  in  the  agreeable  surroundings  of  this 
evening,  each  with  the  feelings  of  personal  regard  and 
esteem  toward  the  others. 

Although  these  resolutions  are  customary,  yet  it  would 
be  unworthy  of  the  feeling  with  which  they  have  been 
adopted,  if  I  did  not  accept  them  as  something  more  than 
perfunctory  and  formal.  The  Speaker  of  this  House 
knows  by  too  many  proofs,  that,  whatever  his  personal 
defects  may  be,  the  House  itself,  with  regard  to  its  own 
traditions  and  history,  gives  to  the  office  a  dignity  and 
importance  which  is  maintained,  not  simply  by  the  incum- 
bent, but  by  the  House  by  its  sympathy  and  its  decorum. 

We  have  not  agreed  upon  all  subjects.  We  have  been 
criticised,  certainly  not  beyond  the  wont  of  critics,  and, 
perhaps,  not  beyond  our  deserts.  We  have  not  developed 
any  single  leader,  but  every  occasion  has  had  its  own 
leader,  and  he  who  was  chief  to-day  perhaps  was  a  fol- 
lower to-morrow.  But  before  me  I  believe  I  see  num- 
bers of  men  who  this  year  have  demonstrated  qualities 
which  shall  bring  them  well  into  the  front  ranks  of  the 
public  life  of  this  Commonwealth.  Party  feeling  we  have 
hardly  known.  Those  lines  we  did  not  draw  in  our 
organization,  nor  have  we  known  them  since.  The  ques- 
tions before  us  are  seldom  political  ones.  We  meet  to 
consider  business,  educational  and  moral  problems,  and 
upon  those  we  have  divided  with  little  regard  to  politics, 
each  according  to  his  belief. 

This  is  a  representative  body,  not  of  the  ablest,  not  of 
the  best,  men  in  the  State,  but  of  the  body  politic.  With- 
out a  ministry  or  a  government  to  force  legislation,  we 
lack  something  in  speed,  and  leaders  made  such  by  power 
of  organization ;  but  we  have  what  is  far  preferable,  — 
a  body  which  executes  the  popular  will,  as  I  believe,  with 
fairness  and  integrity,  and  one  which  the  people  trust. 
It  is  in  representative  bodies,  and  not  in  mere  assemblages 
#  of  parliamentary  leaders,  that  the  safety  of  our  form  of 

government  rests ;  and  here  in  Massachusetts  we  have  kept 
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our  General  Court  free  to  act  its  convictions  without  the 
suppression  of  minorities,  in  order  and  in  peace. 

To  you,  gentlemen,  most  of  the  credit  for  this  is  due ; 
and  yet  I  should  lack  appreciation  of  sincere  and  intelli- 
gent effort,  did  I  not,  for  myself  and  in  your  behalf,  now 
extend  to  the  officers  of  the  House  the  thanks  that  are 
their  due.  To  the  Clerk,  whose  unfailing  knowledge 
and  urbanity  alike  make  him  indispensable  and  popular, 
the  courteous  official  and  gentleman  always  ;  to  his  assist- 
ant, who  by  promotion  deserves  and  holds  his  place, 
enjoys  the  position  the  more  because  the  body  which 
he  serves  numbers  his  father  among  its  most  honored 
members ;  to  both  I  extend  my  hearty  appreciation. 

To  the  Chaplain,  whose  unfailing  appearance  and  tender 
words  have  brightened  the  opening  of  our  sessions,  our 
friend  as  well  as  our  officer ;  and  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms, 
brave  veteran  of  our  war,  whose  cheery  presence  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  this  as  to  other  legislatures,  —  to  both  of  them 
I  but  express  a  general  sentiment,  when  voicing  the  hope 
that  many  years  may  see  them  at  their  posts,  welcoming 
the  coming  and  speeding  the  parting  of  successive 
Houses. 

We  have  not  been  without  sorrow.  Early  in  the  ses- 
sion Mr.  Bowerman  of  Lanesborough,  in  whom  we  had  just 
begun  to  appreciate  those  qualities  which  made  him  hon- 
ored at  home,  was  taken  from  this  body ;  and  through 
the  months  one  of  our  members,  Mr.  Eldridge  of  Chat- 
ham, has  been  unable  to  take  his  place,  through  prostra- 
tion by  serious  illness.  But  death  and  illness  are  not 
strangers,  and  we  may  indeed  be  grateful  that  no  other 
catastrophe  has  overwhelmed  us. 

And  now  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  part.  We  may 
not  have  done  all  that  we  ought,  and  some  things  may 
have  been  done  amiss ;  but  I  believe  that  it  is  within  the 
bounds  of  justice  to  say  that  our  efforts  have  been  hon- 
estly for  the  public  good,  and  that  when  the  temporary 
shafts  of  criticism  and  disappointment  have  fallen,  and  the 
clear  light  is  shed  upon  our  record,  it  will  bear  the  test, 
and  be  one  of  which  the  Commonwealth  will  have  no 
cause  to  be  ashamed. 

We  met  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  with  many  varying 
purposes.  We  part  with  sincere  regard  and  respect  for 
differing  views  that  we  may  hold.  Especially  under  obli- 
gations for  your  kindly  proofs  of  regard,  I  bid  you  all 
a  safe  return  to  your  homes,  success  in  the  paths  which

Messrs.  Sprague,  Crosby  and  Stevens  of  Worcester  and 
Hampshire  having  been  appointed  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate,  Messrs.  Slocum  of  Newton,  Kimball  of  Fitch- 
burg,  Qua  of  Lowell,  Sohier  of  Beverly,  McDonough  of 
Boston,  Harris  of  East  Bridge  water,  Sprout  of  Worcester 
and  McNary  of  Boston,  were  Joined  on  the  part  of  the 
House. 

Mr.  Slocum,  from  the  committee,  afterward  reported  that 
they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and 
informed  him  of  the  action  of  the  two  branches  ;  that  His 
Excellency  congratulated  the  members  on  the  completion 
of  their  labor,  and  said  that  he  would  communicate  further 
with  the  two  Houses  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

At  eleven  minutes  past  one  o'clock  a.m.  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  came  in,  and  stated  that  His 
Excellency  had  signed  during  the  session  473  Acts  and 
112  Resolves. 

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had  been  directed  by 
the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  two  branches,  to  pro- 
rogue the  General  Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  next.  And  the  General 
Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  member  present  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore 
or  a  Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be  the  first  busi- 
ness in  order.

Monitors. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and,  on  request  of  the  Speaker,  to 
return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  their  respective 
divisions.

26.  The  committee  on  Finance  shall  report,  in  appropriation 
bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by  law, 
or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House  to 
insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading   shall 

examine  and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the 

purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 

insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistency 

with  the  language   of   existing  statutes:  provided,  that  any 

change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect,  or  any  material  change  in 

construction,  shall  be  reported  to  the  House  as  an  amendment.

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  carefully 
examine  and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly 
and  truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests,  by  a  general  law,  the  committee  to  which 
the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave 
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to  withdraw,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as 
the  case  may  be.

30.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals,  or 
of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
reported  by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by  public 
advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested,  without 
expense  to  the  Commonwealth  ;  or  unless  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  interested  have  in 
writing  waived  notice.

31.  On  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  in  March,  com- 
mittees shall  make  final  report  upon  matters  referred  to  them 
prior  to  that  day,  .unless  further  time  is  granted,  for  cause.

Committee  of  the  Whole. 

32.  When  the  House  determines  to  go  into  a  committee  of 
the  whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

33.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  cQmmittee 
of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rules 
limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress,  and  ask 
leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order  and  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Regular  Course  of  Proceedings. 

Petitions,  etc.,  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a  like 
nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  before  the 
House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day, 
and  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  su$h  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered. 

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

36.  Papers  from  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such  of 
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these  Rules  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the  House  proceeds 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker  or 
by  a  member  in  his  place,  and  shall  be  read,  unless  it  is  speci- 
ally ordered  that  the  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

Orders  of  Inquiry. 

38.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed .;  and  if  reference 
be  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise,  the 
order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the  sub- 
ject to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Bequest  of  a  Member. 

39.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  post- 
poned without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order 
is  proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  post- 
ponement. 

Bills  and  Resolves.     [See  Rule  94.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  or  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections  ;  dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 
Bills  amending  existing  laws  shall  not  provide  for  striking 
words  from,  or  inserting  words«in,  such  laws,  unless  such  course 
is  best  calculated  to  show  clearly  the  subject  and  nature  of  the 
amendment.  No  repealed  law,  and  no  part  of  any  repealed 
law,  shall  be  re-enacted  by  reference  merely.

41 .  If  a  committee  to  whom  a  bill  is  referred  report  that  the 
same  ought  not  to  pass,  the  question  shall  be  "  Shall  this  bill 
be  rejected  ? "  If  the  question  on  rejection  is  negatived,  the 
bill,  if  it  has  been  read  but  once,  shall  go  to  a  second  reading 
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without  question  ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  for 
the  next  day,  pending  the  question  on  ordering  to  a  third  read- 
ing, or  engrossment,  as  the  case  may  be.

42.  Bills  involving  an  expenditure  of  public  money,  or  grant    • 
of  public  property,  shall  after  their  first  reading,  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Finance,  for  report  on  their  relation  to  the 
finances  of  the  Commonwealth.

44.  Amendments,  proposed  by  the  Senate,  and  sent  back  to 
the  House  for  concurrence,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 
which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be  amended,  unless 
such  committee  is  composed  of  members  of  both  branches.  In 
which  case  such  amendments  shall  be  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  for  the  next  day.

45.  No  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
from  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee :  provided,  that  the 
House  may  grant  special  leave  to  a  member  to  introduce  a  bill ; 
but,  when  leave  is  asked  for  the  introduction  of  a  bill,  it  shall 
be  read  for  information  before  the  question  is  put  on  granting 
leave  ;  and,  if  leave  is  granted,  it  shall  be  committed  before  it 
is  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

46.  Bills,  resolves,  and  other  papers  that  have  been,  or, 
under  the  Rules  or  usage  of  the  House,  are  to  be  printed,  shall 
be  read  by  their  titles  only,  unless  the  full  reading  is  requested. 

[Adopted  Jan.  10, 1883.] 

47.  No  bill  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights  of  individuals 
or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  generally  the 
interests  of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the 
cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be  pro- 
posed or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by 
report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and 
referred,  or  as  a  substitute  for  such  report.  Objection  to  the 
violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to  the 
third  reading  of  the  bill.

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48.  When  a  bill,  order,  petition,  memorial,  or  remonstrance 
has  been  finally  rejected,  no  measure  substantially  the  same 
shall  be  introduced  by  any  committee  or  member  daring  the 
same  session.

49.  Bills  in  their  third  reading  shall  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  for  examination,  correction 
and  report. 

[See  Rale  27.] 

50.  No  bill  shall  pass  to  be  engrossed  without  having  been 
read  on  three  several  days. 

51.  Engrossed  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills  for  examination,  comparison  and  report. 

[See  Rule  28.] 

52.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  amended. 

53.  Engrossed  bills,  reported  by  the  committee  on  En- 
grossed Bills  to  be  rightly  and  truly  engrossed,  shall  be  put 
upon  their  passage  to  be  enacted ;  and  engrossed  resolves,  when 
so  reported,  shall  be  put  upon  their  passage  without  further 
reading,  unless  specially  ordered. 

54.  No  engrossed  bill  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate  without 
notice  thereof  being  given  by  the  Speaker. 

Orders  of  the  Day. 

55.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  when 
not  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  bills  favorably  re- 
ported to  the  House  by  committees,  and  bills  the  question  of 
the  rejection  of  which  is  negatived,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  for  the  next  day,  and  if  they  have  been  read  but  once, 
shall  go  to  a  second  reading  without  question.

56.  Reports  of  committees  not  by  bill  or  resolve  shall  be 
placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  they 
are  received  from  the  Senate,  or  made  to  the  House,  as  the 
case  may  be :  provided,  that  the  report  of  a  committee  asking, 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  a  subject. 
and  recommending  that  it  be  referred  to  another  committee. 
shall  be  immediately  considered.

57.  Bills  ordered  to  a  third  reading  shall  be  placed  in  the 
orders  of  the  next  day  for  such  reading. 

58.  After  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
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the  Day,  the  House  shall  proceed  with  them  in  regular  course, 
as  follows  :  Matters  not  giving  rise  to  a  motion  or  debate  shall 
first  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  in  the  cal- 
endar ;  after  which  the  matters  that  were  passed  over  shall  be 
considered  in  like  order  and  disposed  of. 

59.  When  the  House  does  not  finish  the  consideration  of  the 
Orders  of  the  Day,  those  which  had  not  been  acted  upon  shall 
be  the  orders  for  the  next  and  each  succeeding  day  until  dis- 
posed of,  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  calendar,  without  change 
in  their  order,  to  precede  matters  added  under  Rules  fifty-five, 
fifty-six  and  fifty-seven.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the 
House  was  engaged  at  the  time  of  adjournment  shall  have  the 
preference  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day,  after  motions  to  re- 
consider. 

Special  Rules  affecting  the  Course  of  Proceedings. 

[For  postponement  of  Order,  etc.,  to  tbe  next  day,  on  request  of  a  member,  see 

Rule  39.] 

60.  No  matter  which  has  been  duly  placed  in  the  Orders  of 
the  Day  shall  be  discharged  therefrom,  or  considered  out  of  the 
regular  course. 

61.  If,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  question,  or 
otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  at  the  second  or  third  read- 
ing of  a  bill  substantially  changing  the  greater  part  of  such 
bill,  the  question  shall  not  be  put  forthwith  on  ordering  the  bill 
to  a  third  reading  or  to  be  engrossed  (as  the  case  may  be) ,  but 
the  bill,  as  amended,  shall  be  placed  in  the  orders  of  the  next 
day  after  that  on  which  the  amendment  is  made,  and  shall  then 
be  open  to  further  amendment  before  such  question  is  put.  In 
like  manner,  when,  under  the  operation  of  the  previous  ques- 
tion or  otherwise,  an  amendment  is  made  in  any  proposition  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  change  its  character,  as  from  a  bill  to  an 
order,  or  the  like,  the  proposition  as  amended  shall  be  placed  in 
the  orders  of  the  next  day  after  that  on  which  the  amendment 
was  made. 

Voting. 

62.  No  member  shall  vote  in  any  question  where  his  private 
right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct  from  the  public  in- 
terest. 

63.  Members  desiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  shall  make 
application  to  that  effect  before  the  division  of  the  House  or  the 
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taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  began.     Such  application  may 
be  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  reasons  by  the  member 
making  it,  but  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  sixty-seven. 
[Amended  Jan.  8,  1877 ;  Feb.  5, 1886.] 

64.  When  a  question  is  put,  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  be 
taken  by  the  voices  of  the  members,  and  the  Speaker  shall  first 
announce  the  vote  as  it  appears  to  him  by  the  sound. 

65.  If  the  Speaker  is  unable  to  decide  by  the  sound  of  the 
voices,  or  if  his  announcement  made  thereupon  is  doubted  by  s 
member  rising  in  his  place  for  that  purpose,  the  Speaker  shall 
order  a  return  by  divisions  of  the  number  voting  in  the  affirma- 
tive and  in  the  negative,  without  further  debate  upon  the 
question. 

[For  duty  of  monitors  in  case  of  a  division,  see  Rule  9.] 

66.  When  a  return, by  divisions  is  ordered,  the  members  for 
or  against  the  question,  when  called  on  by  the  Speaker,  shall 
rise  in  their  places,  and  stand  until  they  are  counted. 

67.  The  sense  of  the  House  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
whenever  required  by  thirty  of  the  members  present.  When 
the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  before  the  vote  is  declared.  If, 
before  such  time,  a  member  states  to  the  House  that  he  has 
paired  with  another  member,  and  how  each  would  vote  upon  the 
pending  question,  the  fact  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
immediately  after  the  record  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  such 
member  shall  be  excused  from  voting.

68.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  the  yeas  and  nays  have  been  ordered  before  the 
question  is  put,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  sixty-four,  sixty- 
five  and  sixty-six,  shall  be  omitted ;  if  not,  they  may  be  called 
for  in  lieu  of  a  return  by  divisions  when  the  Speaker's  an- 
nouncement is  doubted  by  a  member  rising  in  his  place,  and,  if 
then  ordered,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  sixty-five  and  sixty- 
six  shall  be  omitted. 

Reconsideration. 

69.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the  next 
rule) ,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the  recon- 
sideration thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  and  such

motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last  week 
of  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  orders  of  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  it  is  made  ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  such  suc- 
ceeding day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered :  provided,  how- 
ever, that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or 
subsidiary  question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under 
consideration  from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  considered  at 
the  time  when  it  is  made. 

70.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that  de- 
cision shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be  twice 
reconsidered  ;  nor  shall  any  vote  be  reconsidered  upon  either  of 
the  following  motions  :  — 

to  adjourn, 

to  lay  on  the  table, 

to  take  from  the  table  ;  or, 

for  the  previous  question. 

71.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 
thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes  ;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion  to  reconsider 
a  vote  upon  an  amendment.

[For  rule  requiring  the  Clerk  to  retain  papers,  except,  etc.,  until  the  right  of 
consideration  has  expired,  see  Rule  15.] 

Rules  of  Debate. 

72.  Every  member,  when  about  to  speak,  shall  rise  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker ;  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personalities ;  and  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

73.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

74.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking,  ex- 
cept by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

75.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  preven- 
tion of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the 
same  question. 

Motions. 

76.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 
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77.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made. 

78.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and 
snail  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to  commit  or  recommit,  Dot 
exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate ;  and  do 
member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.

[For  questions  of  order,  arising  after  the  previous  question  is  moved,  to  be 
decided  without  debate,  except  on  appeal,  see  Rule  82.] 

79.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  until  it  is  dis- 
posed of,  the  Speaker  shall  receive  no  motion  that  does  not 
relate  to  the  same,  except  the  motion  to  adjourn,  or  some  other 
motion  that  has  precedence  either  by  express  rule  of  the  House, 
or  because  it  is  privileged  in  its  nature  ;  and  he  shall  receive  no 
motion  relating  to  the  same,  except,  — 

to  lay  on  the  table,  See  Role  78. 

for  the  previous  question,  See  Rules  80-85. 

to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time,  See  Rules  84, 85. 

to  postpone  to  a  time  certain,  See  Rule  86. 

to  commit  (or  recommit) ,  See  Rules  78  and  87. 

to  amend,  See  Rules  88-81. 

to  refer  to  the  next  General  Court,  or 

to  postpone  indefinitely,  See  Rule  92. 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged  in  this  rule. 

Previous  Question. 

80.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following 
form :  "  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?" —  and  all  debate 
upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous 
question  is  decided. 

81.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minute 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  why 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  three  minutes. 

82.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the   previous   question   shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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excepting  on  appeal ;  and  on  such   appeal   no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  House. 
[See  Rale  93.] 

83.  The  adoption  of  the  previous  question  shall  put  an  end 
to  all  debate  except  as  provided  in  Rule  eighty-five,  and  bring 
the  House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  any, 
in  their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

Motion  to  Close  Debate  at  a  Specified  Time. 

84.  Debate  may  be  closed  at  any  time  not  less  than  thirty 
minutes  from  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  that  effect.  On  this 
motion,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate, 
and  ho  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.  In  case 
the  time  is  extended  by  unanimous  consent,  the  same  rule  shall 
apply  at  the  end  of  the  extended  time  as  at  the  time  originally 
fixed.

When  Debate  is  closed.  Ten  Minutes  allowed,  etc, 

85.  When  debate  is  closed  by  ordering  the  previous  question, 
or  by  a  vote  to  close  debate  at  a  specified  time,  the  member  in 
charge  of  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be  allowed  to 
speak  ten  minutes,  and  may  grant  to  any  other  member  any 
portion  of  his  time.  When  the  measure  under  consideration 
has  been  referred  to  the  committee  on  Finance,  under  House 
Rule  forty-two,  the  member  originally  reporting  it  shall  be  con- 
sidered in  charge,  except  where  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
Finance  is  substantially  different  from  that  referred  to  them,  in 
which  case  the  member  originally  reporting  the  measure,  and 
the  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  reporting  thereon,  shall 
each  be  allowed  to  speak  five  minutes,  the  latter  to  have  the 
close.

Motion  to  Postpone  to  a  Time  Certain. 

86.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain, 
and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be 
taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined before  the  question  is  put  on  postponement,  which  may 
then  be  rejected  if  the  House  see  fit. 
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Motion  to  Commit. 

87.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit,  and  different  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  — 

a  standing  committee  of  the  House, 

a  select  committee  of  the  House, 

a  joint  standing  committee, 

a  joint  select  committee  ; 
and  a  subject  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee  or  to 
another  committee  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

Motions  to  Amend. 

88.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  may  be  received : 
but  no  amendment  in  the  third  degree  shall  be  allowed. 

89.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  from 
that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

90.  A  question  containing  two  or  more  propositions  capable 
of  division  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired  by  any  member. 
When  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  thus  divided,  the 
failure  of  the  motion  to  strike  out  shall  not  preclude  amend- 
ment ;  or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  pro- 
posed to  be  inserted  shall  be  open  to  amendment  before  the 
question  is  taken  on  inserting  it. 

91.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Equivalent  for  Motion  to  Postpone  Indefinitely. 

92.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

Appeal. 

93.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  b? 
entertained  unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed 
of. 

[See  Rule  82.] 

Resolves. 

94.  Such  of  these  Rules  as  are  applicable  to  bills,  whether 
of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  likewise  to  such  re- 
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solves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  approval 
by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  and  have  force  as 
such.  Except  in  Rule  fifty-three,  the  word  "bill"  shall  be 
equivalent  to  the  word  u  resolve  "  in  the  same  place. 

Elections  by  Ballot. 

95.  A  time  shall  be  assigned  for  elections  by  ballot,  at  least 
one  day  previous  thereto. 

Secret  Session. 

96.  Ail  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  injunc- 
tion of  secrecy. 

Seats. 

97.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may 
employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left  to  the  use  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and 
on  Engrossed  Bills. 

(2.)  The  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member,  shall  be  allowed 
to  select  their  seats  from  those  not  otherwise  assigned,  before 
the  drawing  of  seats  by  the  members.

(3.)  The  seat  numbered  34,  in  the  first  division,  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
Judiciary;  that  numbered  15,  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the  use 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  on  Finance ;  that  numbered 
52,  in  the  first  division,  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  Probate  and  Insolvency  :  and  that  numbered  39,  in 
the  sixth  division,  to  the  use  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Railroads  on  the  part  of  the  House.

(4.)     The  following  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the

92  and    95,  in  the  fourth  division ; 

87  and    91,  in  the  fifth  division  ;  and 

4  and      7,  in  the  sixth  division.

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(5.)  The  first  business  in  order,  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker, 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  floor  of  th? 
House. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  call  the  rorll  of  the  members  in  alpha- 
betical order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  and  the  monitors ;  and  the  drawing  shall 
be  had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
committee  of  three  selected  from  the  members  mentioned  in  thb 
paragraph. 

(7.)  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
shall  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  within  five  days 
from  the  day  of  the  drawing. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

08.  (1.)  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day> 
any  seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging 
to  a  member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the 
same  time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any 
measure  before  the  legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest : 
provided,  that  in  any  case,  when  by  the  exercise  of  this  privilege 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  the  vacant  seats  have  been 
filled,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  further  exercise  of 
the.  privilege  shall  be  suspended  for  that  day,  or  until  one  or 
more  of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 

(2.)  The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors,  without  limit  of 
number,  to  seats  (not  numbered)  upon  the  floor  of  the  House.

(3.)  Contestants  for  seats  in  the  House,  whose  papers  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Elections,  may  be  admitted,  while 
their  cases  are  pending,  to  seats  to  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker. 

(4.)  Senators  and  the  principal  officers*  in  the  Executive 
and  Judicial  departments  of  the  Civil  Government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may  have 
occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the  seate 
not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats  wbiet 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time  being. 
*  See  list  in  the  Blue  Book. 
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Representatives'  Chamber. 


99.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be 
granted,  except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present. 

Parliamentary  Practice. 

100.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules,  or  the  Joint  Rules 
of  the  two  branches. 

Suspension,  Amendment,  and  Repeal. 

101 .  Nothing  in  these  Rules  shall  be  dispensed  with,  altered, 
or  repealed,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  consent 
thereto ;  but  this  rule,  and  Rules  thirty-nine,  forty-nine,  and 
ninety-nine,  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  members  present. 


Blanks  for  orders,  bills,  report*,  petitions,  and  Indorsement  of  petitions,  may  be  had 
on  application  to  the  Clerk,  or  at  the  document-room ;  and  members  are  respectfully  re- 
quested to  use  the  same  in  the  preparation  of  papers.

ment of  the  chairmen  of  the  respective  committees  of  the  two 
branches,  the  interests  of  legislation  or  the  expedition  of  busi- 
ness will  be  better  served  by  such  joint  consideration.  Matters 
may  also  be  referred  respectively  to  the  committees  on  the 
Judiciary,  on  Probate  and  Insolvency,  and  on  Rules,  of  the 
two  branches,  as  joint  committees. 

The  committees  on  Rules,  together  with  the  presiding  officers 
of  the  two  branches,  acting  as  a  joint  committee,  may  consider 
and  suggest  such  measures  as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  tend 
to  facilitate  the  business  of  the  session.  [Amended  Jan.  6, 
1882  ;  Jan.  5,  1883  ;  Jan.  7,  1884 ;  Jan.  8,  1885  ;  Jan.  26, 
1885  ;  Jan.  8,  1886  ;  Jan.  12,  1887 ;  Jan.  9,  1888,  and  Jan.  28, 
1889.] 
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2.  No  member  of  either  branch  shall  act  as  counsel  for  any 
party  before  any  committee  of  the  Legislature. 

3.  Joint  committees  may  report  by  bill,  resolve  or  other- 
wise, to  either  branch,  at  their  discretion,  having  reference  to 
an  equal  distribution  of  business  between  the  two  branches, 
except  that  money  bills  shall  be  reported  to  the  House ;  and 
except  that  when  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to 
either  branch,  -and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently 
referred  therein  to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall 
report  its  action  to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was 
made.     [See  also  next  rule.] 

4.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recommitted  to  the 
same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  branch  first  acting 
thereon,  and  bills  or  resolves  may  be  recommitted  in  either 
branch.  A  concurrent  vote  shall,  however,  be  necessary  for 
the  recommitment  of  such  reports,  bills  or  resolves,  with  instruc- 
tions. After  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  made 
to  the  branch  originating  the  recommitment. 

5.  Bills  and  resolves  reported  by  joint  committees  shall  be 
printed  or  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material 
erasure  or  interlineation,  and  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins,  and  with  spaces  between  the 
several  sections.  Dates  and  numbers  shall  be  printed  or  written 
in  words  at  length.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.] 

6.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of  incorpo- 
ration or  other  special  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which  such 
legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests  by  a  general  law  or  under  existing  laws,  the 
committee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  gen- 
eral law,  or  "  leave  to  withdraw,"  or  "  inexpedient  to  legislate/* 

Notice  to  Parties  Interested. 

7.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  the  rights  of  individuals,  or 
of  private  or  municipal  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects 
generally  the  people  of  the  whole  Cohimonwealth,  shall  bo 
reported  by  a  committee,  unless  it  is  made  to  appear  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  committee  that  notice  has  been  given,  by  public 
advertisement  or  otherwise,  to  all  parties  interested,  without 
expense  to  the  Commonwealth  ;  or  unless  evidence  satisfactory 
to  the  committee  is  produced  that  the  parties  interested  have 
in  writing  waived  notice. 
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Printing  and  Distribution  of  Documents. 

8.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations  for  the 
distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the  use  of 
the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  such  regulations 
shall  be  reported  to  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two 
branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  nine  hundred. 

Leave  to  report  in  print  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize 
the  printing  of  extended  reports  of  evidence. 

Bills,  reports  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  branch,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Seigeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  Clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter 
in  regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in 
either  branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies 
to  the  Secretary's  office ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  one 
copy  to  each  Public  Library  in  the  Commonwealth,  which  shall 
make  due  application  therefor  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  shall 
make  proper  provision  for  the  transmission  and  preservation 
thereof  ;  and,  when  the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee, 
ten  copies  shall  be  assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report. 
The  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  permanent  files  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and 
distribute  the  remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  joint  committee.  [Amended  Jan.  8,  1886,  and 
Jan.  28,  1889.] 

Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  Reports  of  Committees. 

9.  Joint  committees  shall  make  a  final  report  upon  all  mat- 
ters previously  referred  to  them,  on  or  before  the  second 
Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause. 

Committees  of  Conference. 

10.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers on  the  part  of  each  branch,  representing  its  vote ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of   each  committee, 
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shall  be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be 
either  accepted  or  rejected,  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had, 
except  through  a  new  committee  of  Conference. 

Introduction  of  Business. 

11.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting' directly  the  legal  rights  of 
individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  gener- 
ally the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  whole  Commonwealth, 
or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall 
be  proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except 
by  report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and 
referred  or  as  a  substitute  for  such  report.  Objection  to  the 
violation  of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to  that 
of  the  third  reading. 

Limit  of  Time  Allowed  for  New  Business. 

12.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other  subjects 
of  legislation,  except  reports  required  to  be  made  to  the  Legis- 
lature, proposed  or  introduced  after  the  first  Wednesday  of 
February,  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court.  This 
rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended,  or  suspended,  except  by  a 
concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting  thereon. 

Duties  of  the  Clerks.  • 

13.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the  sig- 
nature of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall 
indorse  upon  the  report  such  amendment. 

14.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
branches,  may  be  under  the  signature  of  the  respective  Clerks,, 
except  bills  and  resolves  in  their  last  stage.  Messages  may  he 
sent  by  such  persons  as  each  branch  may  direct. 

15.  After  bills  have  passed  both  branches  to  be  engrossed, 
they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerks  of  the  two  branches, 
who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ;  and 
when  engrossed  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same 
to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on  Engrossed 
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Bills ;  and  when  the  same  have  passed  to  be  enacted  in  the 
House,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered  to  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

16.  If  any  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve  or  order,  pre- 
sented or  originating  in  one  branch,  is  adversely  acted  upon  in 
the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signature  of 
the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated. 

17.  The  Clerk  of  the  branch  in  which  a  bill  originated  shall 
make  an  endorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  branch  the 
same  originated,  which  endorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectively.     [Amended  Jan.  28, 1889.] 

18.  Bills,  resolves  and  other  papers  requiring  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  shall  be  laid  before  him  for  his  approbation  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  enter  upon  the  journal  of  the 
Senate  the  day  on  which  the  same  were  so  laid  before  the 
Governor.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.} 

Constitutional  Amendments. 

19.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  branch,  and  the  ques- 
tion upon  agreeing  to  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall 
be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays.     [Amended  Jan.  28,  1889.] 

Joint  Conventions. 

20.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  Conventions 
of  the  two  branches,  and  such  Conventions  shall  be  holden  in 
the  Repl,e8cntative8,  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  be 
Clerk  of  the  Convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  journals  of  both 
branches. 

21 .  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two  branches 
to  go  into  Convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be  altered  or 
annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

22.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on,  in  Convention,  other 
than  that  which  may  be  agreed  on  before  the  Convention  is 
formed. 

Joint  Elections. 

23.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot  a  time  shall  be  assigned 
therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 
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Elections  of  United  States  Senators. 

24.  The  joint  assembly  required  to  be  held  by  the  statutes 
of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  elections  for  Senators  in 
Congress,  shall  be  deemed  a  Convention  of  the  two  branches, 
and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  statutes.  The  President  of  the  Convention  shall 
receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for  Senator  has 
been  taken.  After  one  vote  for  Senator  has  been  taken,  no 
motion  shall  be  in  order  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  for  a 
recess,  or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  for  a 
recess,  and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first 
be  taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be 
determined,  but  without  debate,  before  the  question  is  put  upon 
taking  the  recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by  this 
rule,  the  sense  of  the  Convention  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  whenever  required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present. 
When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  no  member  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  who  was  not  an  the  floor  when  his  name  was 
called,  or  before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without  debate.
